Subject:     Pledge.     (Ref.  your  letter  of  May  7th,  1982.) 

1.  The  long  delay  in  answering  your  last  lette  r  has  been  due  to 
making  a  further  assessment  of  our  financial  position.     At  the 
time  of  receiviig  your  letter  our  situation  looked  quite  good. 
Since  then  we  have  had  to  meet  some  heavy  expenses  which  have 
changed  the  prospect  somewhat.     Our  insurance  is  one  item.     The 
Board  of  Governors  of  the  University  define*  our  insurance  coverage 
and  requires  a  copy  of  the  contract.     Our  lease  is  a  document  of  some 
sixty  pages,  not  all  of  it  applicable  to  this  type  of  operation 

of  course.     The  insurance  required  in  our  case  runs  at  $172.00 
per  year,  (1982).     Literature  is  another  heavy  expense,  costing 
an  estimated  $4.00  per  year  at  least.     Most  of  it  is  distributed 
free. 

2.  Suffice  to  say,  our  present  financial  situation  is  marginal. 
It  is  not  a  matter  of  just  keeping  the  office  open,  though.     It  is 
a  matter  of  having  some  slack  for  advertising,  inventory  build-up, 
booth  3pace  at  fairs  and  seminars  and  conventions,  etc.  etc. 
Another  important  activity  now  neglected  would  be  to  keep  in  regular 
contact  with  our  members,  say  by  mail.       To  other  Units  too. 

3«     In  discussing  this  with  other  active  members,  we  agreed  that 
the  needs  of  your  own  program  and  support  of  the  Vancouver  unit 
and  publication  should  get  overriding  priority.     If,  after  that, 
you  feel  you  can  give  us  a  boost,  it  will  certainly  be  appreciated 
and  well  used. 

4.     Membership  growth  here  has  been  exceedingly  slow  in  spite  of 
the  perilous  state  of  the  economy.     However  our  objective  will  con- 
tinue to  be  to  make  this  Unit  self-sufficient  as  soon  as  possible. 

5»     We  have  had  a  re-shAffle  of  officers  here.     I  am  now  the  Treasurer; 
Howard  Rennick  is  the  Organizer,   (^ust  back  from  the  Vancouver  Area 
meet)j  and  Jack  Gregory  is  the  Secretary.       However,  most  of  the  paper 
work  still  falls  to  me  as  I  am  most  often  at  the  office.

1.  It  is  a    tit  late,   bit  herewith  is  a  receipt  fer  the  meney  erder 
fer  $120.00  which  accompanied  yeur  letter  of  9th  Dec  81. 

2.  lour  gesture  of  support  for  this  office  is  much  appreciated.  We 
will  try  to  justify  your  confidence. 

3.  We  have  received  supt  ort  from  other  sources  too  -  continent-wide; 
So.  Daytona,  Fla.,  the  Windsor-Detroit  combo.,  Winnipeg,  Saskatoon, 
North  Battleford,  Medicine  Eat,  San  Francisco,  to  name  a  few.  The 
survival  of  thi3  officeseems  assured.  We  will  make  best  possible  use 
of  the  resources  at  our  disposal. 

4»  One  project  on  hand  right  now  is  that  of  Teachers  Conventions. 
There  ere  eleven  of  them  held  during  the  months  of  February  and  March. 
We  circularized  each  one,  using  a  schedule  and  address  list  provided 
by  the  Alberta  Teachers  Association.  Most  of  them  are  out  of  reach 
financially,  as  they  charge  about  $125  for  booth  space,  usually  in  a 
city  hotel.  However  the  Southwestern  Convention  has  offered  us  dis- 
play space  without  charge  (apparently  in  Lothbridge),  and  the  South- 
eastern Convention  has  offered  us  a  spot  in  their  program  for  a 
speaker,  on  March  6th,  in  Medicine  Hat.  We  are  looking  into  the 
possibility  of  handling  either  or  both  of  these  opportunities. 

5.  We  did  rent  a  display  tooth  at  a  Convention  here  in  Edmonton 

last  year,  at  a  cost  of  over  $100,  iaxlx/aucr  and  generated  considerable 
interest,  although  no  memberships.  To  try  to  serve  all  conventions 
on  a  'commercial'  basis  would  cost  over  £1°00  each  year,  so  we  have 
tried  to  contact  the  less  expensive  ones  on  a  -no-pay  basis.  However 
the  travelling  costs  still  seem  considerable.  At  most  locations 
there  are  no  members  to  carry  the  ball,  -  as  yet'.  Too  bad,  though, 
as  Teachers'  Conventions  seem  an  excellent  point  of  contact  to  demon- 
strate our  existence. 

6.  Thanks  again  for  the  help  you  have  given  us.

Greetings : 

1.  This  will  acknowledge  your  letter  of  6th  Oct,  querying  our 
situation  in  respect  to  maintaining  this  office.  This  has  never 
been  a  really  strong  Unit,  3ince  it  depended  primarily  on  one  nan  - 
myself.  There  has  been  some  support  indeed,  both  financial  and 

in  manhours,  but  ju3t  enough  to  continue  a  marginal  operation. 
This  is  our  fifth  year  in  this  office.  At  this  time  our  growth 
seems  to  have  stopped  or  even  regressed  slightly.  Additionally 
our  costs  of  operation  have  continued  to  inflate,  bit  our  pledge 
and  donation  support  has  dropped  off,  which  puts  us  in  a  diffi- 
cult situation.  Even  the  manhours  input  has  dropped  markedly  this 
Fall.  However  there  is  still  anucleus  of  'hard  core1  members  wh  0 
have  not  given  up  and  I  think  we  will  survive, 

2.  To  answer  the  questions  posed  in  your  para.  4.: 

Re  a.:  The  office  is  3till  open,  briefly,  at  least, each  working  day, 
Re:  b.   During  the  winter  season  we  have  about  5  members  who  are 
fairly  consistent  in  their  attendance  once  a  week  at  the 
scheduled  meetings  in  The  HUB  lounge.  Additionally  one 
member  usually  spends  an  afternoon  on  publications  & 
archives.  A  couple  of  4ther  members  provide  specific 
support  on  a  coup>le  of  occasions  a  year.   (e.g.  one 
prints  our  letter  heads,  and  such.) 
Re:   c:  Our  rent  is  $123.38  a  month  (up  from  the  original  $82.00 
of  five  years  ago).   It  includes  all  utilities  except 
telephone,  which  is  *25.65  a  month  (includes  bold  face 
listing  in  the  directory.  We  are  also  listed  under 
Associations,  and  under  Shopping  Malls  -  HUB.)  We  are 
required  to  carry  comprehensive  insurance  at  $172. ^0 
per  annum,  '-^intenance  such  as  light  bulbs  &  tubes, 
cleaning  materials,  etc.  might  come  to  $ln.00  a  month. 
Adding  it  up,  we  can  probably  keep  the  office  open  for 
about  *175  a  month  at  current  costs.)    No  allowance 
is  made  for  transportation,  meals,  or  other  expenses  of 
staff.   Literature  is  a  loss  item,  running  atamt  $50 
a  month  lately  I  think.  If  we  want  to  carry  out  an 
qctive  extension  program,  it  will  add  advertising  a^d 
various  other  costs  to  the  list.  Postage)  and  duplicating 
probably  run  around  $10.00  a  month,  average,  j^  l©»ks 
as  if  a  full  program  could  start  around  ?250  a  month?

2.  Continued. 

Re:  d.  The  size  ef  the  effice  is  rated  at  138  sq.  ft.,  single 

level.  However,  internally  it  is  divided  inte  twe  levels 
and  two  functions  -  the  up}  er  level,  visible  from  the  Mall, 
is  the  office;  the  lower  level  is  storage  and  work  space. 
Deducting  the  stairs  up  (6  of  them)  and  the  stairs  down  (7 
of  them)  the  useable  floor  space  is  still  about  the  same 
138  sq.  ft. 

Re:  ••  The  office  faces  onto  the  HUB  Mall.  The  door  is  xnric  marked 
with  the  official  Grey  car  decalcomania  transfer.  One 
window  has  a  prominent  strip  sign  "Technocracy  Inc.",  about 
3  ft.  long  and  U   inches  high.   Both  Mall  level  windows  have 
display  material  such  as  the  current  magazines  (front  &  back); 
some  current  clippings;  some  grey  pamphlets,  etc.  Of  the 
3  high  level  windows,  the  center  one  has  a  mounted  print 
of  the  Continental  Hydrology  about  3'  x  2^» ,  in  color. 
On  the  outside  of  the  window  without  the  sign  (at  Mall 
level)  we 'have  mounted  two  'Take-One*  boxes.   hese  are 
regularly  filled  and  are  apparently  quite  effective  as 
literature  dispensers. 

Re:  f.  A  large  percentage  of  the  student  population  of  the  University 
(about  20,000)  will  pass  by  our  office  in  course  of  the  term. 
Many  will  see  it  daily.  At  class  change  add  at  noon  hour, 
the  Mall  is  thronging.  Benches  la  front  of  the  office  are 
well  occupied.   In  addition  many  staff  members  and  employees 
of  the  University  pass  by  now  and  then.   .Most  of  the  University 
population  is  aware  of  our  presence.   In  addition,  the  public 
at  large  comes  in  to  shop  the  Mall.  It  is  not  a  major  Mall, 
but  it  is  advertised  and  does  get  some  public  patronage. 
It  is  not  unusual  to  speak  to  a  window  shopper  looking  at 
our  displays  and  find  he  or  she  is  not  of  the  University. 
The  HUB  itself  is  a  rather  famous  piece  of  archit  cture, 
known  in  far  away  places.  So  we  get  quite  a  few  tourists  too. 

3«   I  hope  that  gives  you  some  idea  of  our  circumstancos.   It  is  a  unique 
location  and  I  hope  it  survives.   I  plan  to  take  some  Polaroid  ]:ictures 
to  include  with  this  letter.  If  you  need  other  information,  just  let  me 
know.   Or  better  still,  why  not  visit  us,  if  and  when  you  can.
